New report shines a light on jail incarceration in 

the Empire State 

The Vera Institute of Justice today launched an ambitious online report that 
shines a light on the growth of jail incarceration across every county in New 
York State. The Eimn.re State of Incarceration, which analyzes county by county 
the factors that lead people into the local justice system, provides a deeper 
understanding of the drivers of incarceration and identifies solutions for 
reducing the overuse of jail. The report includes a data clearinghouse, with tools 
that illustrate the vast disparities in an individual's experience with the justice 
system, dependent on whether a person is arrested in an urban or a small or 
rural county. 

At a time when New' York is considering important legislation—on bail, due 
process, and speedy trial—to reduce the overuse of jail, it is imperative to 
understand the scope of the incarceration problem in New York, to explore 
solutions to this problem, and to enact reforms that will succeed. 
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Data h ighlights from th e tool: 

• Broome County has one of the highest jail incarceration rates in the 
state—about 393 per 100,000 people in the county are in jail, almost 
double the statewide rate of 190 per 100,000. 

• Clinton County has seen huge growth in incarceration. Eiglit3''nine 
percent of people in jail in Clinton County are held on misdemeanors, by 
definition low-level offenses under the law. 


Some proposed solutions to t he drive rs of jail : 

• Despite the constitutional right to a lawyer, people w'ho are arrested in 
suburban and rural parts of New' York often ha\'e bail set without a 
lawyer present. The report recommends ha\ing counsel at all bail 
hearings to ensure that people are not held in jail simply because they 
can't afford their libert}'. 

« Many people spend w'eeks, e\'en months, in jail across the state waiting 
for their cases to be resob'ed. Speed}' trial la\vs must be improved to 
reduce court delays and inefficiencies that result in long stays in jail. 


While the story of jail incarceration over the last few decades has been driN'en by 
New York City, we're at a moment of consensus to close Rikers Island and 
replace it with a smaller, more humane jail system. It’s now time to address the 
newstory of jail incarceration in the rest of New'York: growth drh'en by 
suburban and rural counties. Ifxplorc and learn mqi'e.abput the drix'ers oi Jail in 
your count}'.
